$5,400  for  improvement  of  Trunk  Line  and  State  Aid  roads  within  the 
compact  area  of  the  Town,  providing  the  State  will  contribute  a  like 
amount. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sixm  of 
$962.29  for  Town  Road  Aid  upon  Class  V  Highways,  on  condition  that  the 
State  will  contribute  the  sum.  of  $6,415.28. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  wUl  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$11,500  to  purchase  a  new  road  grader  to  replace  the  present  Adams  road 
grader.

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appopriate  the  sum  of 
$5,900  for  the  purpose  of  adding  on  to  the  present  Fire  Station  and  re- 
pairing roof  of  said  station  located  on  River  Street  in  East  Jaffrey  Vil- 
lage. (By  Petition). 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $546  (1/ 100th  of  1%  of  the  valuation  of  the  Town)  to  the  Monadnock 
Region  Association  of  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  for  issuance  and 
distribution  of  printed  matter,  newspaper  and  magazine  advertising,  and 
by  other  means  calling  attention  to  the  resovtrces  and  natural  advantages 
of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other  thirty-seven  towns  of  the 
Monadnock  Region. 


12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  ar- 
range for  the  flood  lighting  of  the  Town  Clock,  and  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses incurred  thereby.  (By  Petition). 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $700  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  installing  three  bronze  memo- 
rial plaques  attached  to  slant  granite  tops,  to  be  placed,  one  in  each  of 
the  following  cemeteries:  Conant,  St.  Patrick's,  and  Old  Burying  Ground. 
(By  Petition).

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  wUl  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,000  to  pay  the  cost  of  construction  of  a  sewer  to  be  constructed  on 
Grove  and  Juniper  Streets  with  suitable  tank  at  end  of  Juniper  Street. 
(By  Petition). 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  prohibit  the  Road  Agent  from 
hiring  equipment  for  town  use  from  himself  or  members  of  his  imme- 
diate family,  or  act  in  any  way  related  thereto.  (By  Petition).

REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Jaffrey,  New  Hampshire 

Januaiy  11,  1955 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

The  Chief  of  Police  herewith  submits  his  annual  report  for  the 
year  1954. 

On  May  1st,  1954  I  took  over  the  duties  of  Chief  of  Police  succeeding 
Hubert  O'Neil.  Charles  McCabe  Jr.,  was  named  night  officer. 

One  of  my  prim^^ary  objectives  since  taking  over  the  reins  of  this 
department,  has  been  to  see  that  all  of  ovir  officers  are  properly 
trained.  In  October,  officer  McCabe  was  sent  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Police  Officers  Trairjing  School.  This  school  is  sponsored  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  Inc.,  and  its  purpose  is  to  in- 
struct "rookie  patrolmen'"  in  the  fundamentals  of  police  work.  The 
special  officers  are  now  receiving  instructions  at  monthly  meetings,  on 
the  different  phases  of  police  work.  These  monthly  training  sessions 
will  be  kfept  up  until  each  officer  knows  his  job  and  can  do  it  well.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  Lliat  there  is  no  finer  public  relations  program  for 
any  Police  department,  than  having  efficient  police  officers  who  know 
their  job,  and  therefore  command  the  respect  of  the  public  they  serve. 
Three  new  special  officers  have  been  added  to  our  department  during 
the  past  few  months,  they  are;  John  Heil,  Alfred  Castaw  and  Arthur 
Hunt. 

During  the  past  year,  69  complaints  were  received  in  which 
juveniles  were  involved  in  some  form  of  misconduct.  A  total  of  100 
children  v/ere  involved  in  these  cases  which  ranged  from  simple  mis- 
conduct to  the  more  sisrious  acts,  which  if  they  were  adults,  would  be 
classified  as  felonies.  Of  this  total  only  2  were  brought  before  Juvenile 
Court.  We  will  continue  to  work  closely  with  parents,  school  authorities 
and  church  authorities  in  all  cases  where  juveniles  are  involved.

It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxation. 

Art.  5.  Emergency  Fire  System.  Red  Network.  Voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $1,500  to  be  expended  by  the  selectmen  in  cooperation  with 
the  fire  chief  for  the  installation  of  a  Red  Network  Fire  Alarm  System. 

Art.  6.  Poole  Fund  Committee.  It  was  voted  to  rescind  the  action 
taken  at  the  March,  1933,  Town  Meeting  relative  to  reports  of  the  Poole 
Fund  Committee. 

Art.  7.  Poole  Fund  Committee.  It  was  voted  to  request  the  Poole 
Pimd  Committee  to  report  its  financial  activities  annually  to  the  Trus- 
tees of  Trust  Funds  and  to  the  New  Hampshire  Attorney  General. 

Art.  8.  Town  Office  Building.  It  was  voted  that  the  Town  authorize 
the  construction  and  partial  furnishing  of  a  Town  Office  Building  on 
the  site  donated  by  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Julius  E.  Prescott,  said  build- 
ing to  conform  to  the  report  and  plans  submitted  by  the  committee 
appointed  at  the  town  meeting  of  March  10,  1953;  and  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $50,897.59,  plus  any  accruing  interest,  being  the  amoimts  now 
in  the  Town  Hall  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  the  Town  Hall  Fund  created 
in  1927,  to  pay  the  cost  of  construction  and  partial  furnishing  of  such 
building  (which  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  in  the  aforesaid  funds); 
and  the  present  investigating  committee  be  continued  and  empowered 
to  have  complete  supervision  of  the  construction  of  this  proposed 
structure,  vacancies  occurring  on  said  committee  to  be  filled  by  the 
selectmen. 

Art.  9.  Equipment;  Office  Building.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  completion  of  the  furnishing  of  the 
Town  Office  BuUding. 

A  motion  was  offered  to  construct  a 
sewer  on  Howard  Hill  Road  beginning  at  the  Squantum  Road  sewer 
and  extending  to  the  residence  of  James  Roberts,  to  be  paid  for  by  a 
bond  issue  of  $7,800.00;  but  it  was  voted  that  the  pending  motion  be 
laid  on  the  table  and  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Moderator,  to  study  the  present  and  future  needs  for  sewers 
and  report  to  the  next  annual  town  meeting.  The  Moderator  appointed 
to  this  committee,  Merton  W.  Robare,  Henry  J.  Belletete,  Rovert  P. 
Haynes. 

Art.  11.  Repairs  to  Library  Building.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $7,300.00  for  the  repair  of  the  Library  Building  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen. 

Art.  12.  State  Aid  Construction.  Main  Street.  A  motion  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,700.00,  upon  condition  that  the  state  con- 
tribute a  like  amount  for  repairs  on  Main  Street  in  East  Jaffrey  was  in- 
definitely postponed,  and  it  was  voted  to  return  to  Article  3  and  add 
$2,700.00  to  the  item  "Town  Road  Construction,"  of  $2,000.,  making  the 
amount  $4,700.00,  the  additional  amount  to  he  used  for  the  repair  of 
Main  Street  in  East  Jaffrey. 

Art.  13.  Advance  Road  Improvement.  It  was  voted  to  indefinitely 
postpone  action  under  this  article.

A  motion  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  arrange  for  the  installation  of  a  street  light  on  Old 
Peterborough  Road  near  the  residence  of  Stanley  J.  Bryant  and  raise 
and  appropriate  $23.50  to  pay  for  service  for  one  year  was  lost. 

Art.  18.  Water  Commissioners'  Borrowing.  It  was  voted  to  authorize 
the  water  Commissioners  to  borrow  not  exceeding  $32,000.00  for  repairs  on 
the  Poole  Reservoir,  so-called,  this  amount  to  be  repaid  from  water 
revenue. 

It  was  voted  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  arrange  for  the  installation  of  a  street  light  on 
Rindgecrest  Road  near  the  residence  of  Arthur  DeGrandpre,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  $23.50  to  pay  for  service  for  one  year. 

Art.  20.  Sewer;  Old  Peterborough  Road.  A  motion  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $8,000.00  for  constructing  a  sewer  on  Old  Peterbor- 
ough Road  from  a  pyotnt  near  the  residence  of  John  B.  Robichaud  to 
the  residence  of  Josephine  Chouinard  was  referred  to  the  committee 
appointed  under  Article  10. 

Art.  21.  Monadnock  Region  Association.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $538.00  to  the  Monadnock  Region  Association. 

Art.  22.  Sidewalks.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $5,000.00 
for  construction  of  sidewalks  on  various  streets  of  the  town,  and  repair 
of  curbings. 

Art.  23.  Beano.  The  vote  on  the  question  of  Beano  was  "Yes",  501; 
"No,"  180.

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B.  PROGRAM  AND  METHODS 

CONANT  HIGH 

Conant  High  School  re-opened  on  September  27,  1954,  for  the  school 
year  1954-55.  As  the  building  program  had  not  progressed  at  the  rate 
anticipated,  a  delay  of  three  weeks  in  opening  was  necessary.  The  first 
day  of  school  found  grades  six  through  twelve  being  housed  in  the  old 
plant  with  none  of  the  addition  at  their  disposal.  On  December  23,  1954, 
the  pupils  and  teachers  were  able  to  move  into  the  addition  and  begin  a 
normal  school  day  of  operation.  It  would  be  desirable  at  this  point  to 
mention  curricula  changes  which  have  taken  place  due  to  the  enlarged 
plant. 

Grades  six  (two  section)  are  now  housed  at  the  high  school  with 
Mrs.  Sally  Trufant  and  Mr.  Howard  Sargent  as  teachers.  Physical  educa- 
tion is  now  a  part  of  the  high  school  curriculum,  with  Mr.  Arthur  Hamp- 
son  as  boys'  physical  education  director  and  Miss  Janet  Tinker  as  girls' 
physical  education  director.  Boys  of  grades  eleven  and  twelve  are  offered 
a  course  in  Auto  Mechanics,  which  is  being  taught  by  Mr.  Russell  Young. 
Miss  Katherine  Hancock  has  returned  to  head  the  Commercial  Depart- 
ment, and  Mr.  Charles  Bums  to  take  over  the  Science  Department.  New 
teachers  include:  Miss  Lorraine  Lutz,  Home  Economics;  Miss  Rosemary 
York,  English;  Mr.  William  Hildebrandt,  Social  Studies;  Mrs.  Vincena 
Powers,  Math,  and  Science;  and  Mr.  Robert  Colby,  Guidance;  Donald 
Bostrom  is  now  Art  Supervisor,  replacing  Mr.  Filbin  who  resigned  in 
June  to  accept  the  newly  created  position  of  the  Helping  Teacher. 

During  the  year  co-curricular  activities  were  a  vital  part  of  the 
school.  In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  pupils  the  following  activities 
were  and  are  being  conducted: 

Boys'  and  girls'  athletics 

Glee  Club 

Dramatics 

Band 

School  paper 

Archery  and  Gun  Safety  Program 

An  exchange  program  with  Milford  High  School  was  arranged.  Co- 
nant High  School  Chorus  presented  a  program  at  Milford  in  the  spring 
of  1954.  It  is  expected  that  Milford  High  School  will  present  a  program 
at  Conant  in  the  spring  of  1955. 

In  connection  with  many  of  the  classes,  several  field  trips  were  ar- 
ranged and  have  proved  most  valuable  to  the  pupils.  The  seventh  grade 
science  class  visited  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science;  the  eighth  grade 
social  studies  class  visited  Sturbridge  Village;  while  many  high  school 
pupils  participated  in  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  High  School 
Day.  Various  colleges  have  sent  representatives  to  the  school,  thus  giving 
prospective  pupils  an  opportunity  to  gain  accurate  information  regard- 
ing higher  education. 

Audio-visual  aids  (film  strip  and  film),  to  increase  the  effectiveness 
of  instruction  have  been  used.  This  program  is  further  aided  by  having 
students  operate  the  projector. 

During  the  spring  of  1954  a  battery  of  aptitude  tests  was  given  to 
grades  eleven  and  twelve  by  Mr.  Levine  of  Boston  University.  These  tests 
have  proven  valuable  in  the  guidance  program  and  used  in  aiding  the 
pupils,  as  accurately  as  possible,  in  determining  their  probability  of 
success  in  the  curricula  and  positions  they  wish  to  pursue. 

Also,  in  the  spring  of  1954  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  Conant  High 
School  were  constantly  reminded  of  the  construction  going  on  outside 


82 


the  building.  The  pupils  and  teachers  should  be  congratulated  for  the 
fine  cooperation  shown  during  those  rather  hectic  days. 

During  the  school  year  an  extension  course,  "Guidance  in  the  Ele- 
mentary and  Secondary  School"  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Gary  of  Boston 
University.  Several  high  school  teachers  attended  these  classes. 

The  aims  of  our  High  School  are  well  expressed  by  Mr.  Herrick,  the 
Principal  as  follows,  "It  is  the  desire  of  our  school  to  aid  in  the  building 
of  character;  to  help  our  youth  to  be  honest,  sincere,  cooperative,  and 
responsible;  so  as  to  play  their  part  in  democracy  as  well  as  to  believe 
in  it,  in  order  to  contribute  to  the  enrichment  of  society.  The  only  pos- 
sible manner  in  which  these  goals  may  be  attained  to  the  highest  degree 
is  through  the  sincere  cooperation  of  the  home  with  the  school." 

GRADE  SCHOOL 

The  Grade  School  for  the  first  time  started  its  year  without  a  sixth 
grade.  Due  to  the  large  enrollment  of  pupils  this  year  the  sixth  grade  is 
now  housed  in  the  high  school  building. 

Three  now  teachers  are  on  the  Grade  School  staff.  They  are  Miss 
Esther  Bumham,  Grade  2,  Mrs.  Eloise  C.  Mosley,  Grade  3  and  Miss 
Rowena  J.  West,  Grade  1. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  textbooks  this  year.  "Growth  in 
Arithmetic",  published  by  World  Book  Co.  has  been  extended  to  include 
Grades  1-5.  This  system  is  also  used  in  Grades  6-8  making  a  complete 
and  unified  program  in  arithmetic. 

The  new  readers  in  the  Scott  Forseman  system  are  being  introduced 
as  fast  as  the  material  is  published. 

In  Grade  5  the  new  Pollett  book  "Exploring  our  Coxmtry"  is  being 
used. 

In  connection  with  reading,  Mr.  Craig,  the  principal  in  addition  to 
his  many  other  duties  is  giving  extra  help  in  reading  to  seven  pupils  in 
three  groups.  Grades  4  and  5. 

Field  trips  and  experiences  outside  of  the  school  environment  are 
helpftil  in  learning  the  lessons  taught  in  school.  For  the  first  time  Grade 
6  snent  a  week  at  Sargent  Camp.  Here  they  learned  about  Conservation, 
Wild  Life,  Forestry,  Astronomy,  Group  Living  and  many  other  worth- 
while things. 

The  fifth  grade  made  its  annual  trip  to  visit  historical  shrines  and 
monuments  talked  about  in  their  social  studies. 

The  fourth  grade,  also  made  its  annual  trip  to  Concord  to  visit  the 
State  House,  Libraries  and  transportation  centers,  learning  at  first  hand 
the  organization  of  their  state  government  and  capitol. 

Other  grades  took  short  trips  within  the  region  to  see  at  first  hand 
things  talked  about  in  their  social  studies. 

The  school  staff  participated  in  extension  courses  as  follows:  "Phy- 
sical Education  in  the  Elementary  School"  and  "Guidance  in  the  Elem- 
entary School" — Mrs.  Brown.  Mrs.  Belletete,  Miss  Cutter,  Miss  Hamilton, 
Mrs.  Kendall,  Miss  Lynch,  Miss  Wallace,  Mrs.  Davis  and  Mr.  Craig. 

Mrs,  Hammond  took  the  first  course  listed  above,  Mrs.  Davis  and 
Miss  Wallace  took  an  additional  course  to  those  listed  above,  "Remedial 
Reading."  Mrs.  Cayes  and  Mrs.  Forcier  who  are  no  longer  on  the  staff 
took  the  first  two  of  these  courses. 

Mr.  Craig  reports  that  265  pupils  are  participating  in  the  Hot  Lunch 
Program  at  the  Grade  School.  Approximately  93%  of  the  total  enroll- 
ment is  spending  the  whole  day  in  school. 
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He  also  reports  that  the  rearrangement  of  bus  routes  during  the  past 
year  has  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  the  waiting  time  after  school  by  15 
minutes.

PART    V. 


AUXILIARY    ACTIVITIES    AND    SPECIAL    REPORTS 
A.    Health 


The  objectives  of  the  School  Health  Service  are  to  keep  the  chil- 
dren well  and  to  correct  any  condition  which  might  prevent  their  best 
work  in  school. 

Thomas  H.  Eckfeldt,  M.D.  has  been  appointed  by  the  School  Board 
as  school  physician. 

Dr.  Eckfeldt  exam^ines  the  odd  numbered  grades  every  year  so  that 
every  child  will  receive  an  examination  every  other  year.  He  also 
examines   other   pupils   as   the   need   arises. 

The  school  doctor's  examination  consists  of  a  check  up  of  the 
chest  including  heart  and  lungs.  He  checks  nose,  ears,  and  eyes  and 
gives  special  attention  to  the  condition  of  throat  and  teeth.  He  notes 
general  appearance,  such  as  nutrition,  skin  and  color  and  skin  condi- 
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tions,  as  well  as  posture.  Each  boy  is  checked  for  possible  hernia  or 
genital  abnormalities. 

Tiie  doctor  gives  a  special  examination  to  all  pupils  participating 
in  sports. 

The  school  doctor  does  not  treat  or  prescribe.  If  any  condition 
is  found  to  need  attention,  parents  are  notified  to  take  their  child 
to  their  own  doctor  or   dentist  for   attention. 

The  school  doctor  advises  the  administrator  relative  to  the  imme- 
diate disssmination  of  information  to  the  teachers  and  parents  in  the 
case  of  an  epidemic  or  other  emergency. 

The  services  of  v.  full  time  school  nurse  is  provided  by  the  School 
Board. 

Some   of   the  duties   of  the   school   nurse   are: 

To  see  that  each  child  has'  a  disease  census  card  and  health  record 
card. 

To  carry  out  inspection  of  all  children,  with  the  School  Doctor  in 
the  odd  numbered  grades,  followed  by  notices  to  parents  and  by  home 
visits. 

To  conduct  vision  and  hearing  tests  and  carry  out  necessary 
follow-up. 

To  stimulate  clinics  and  assist  at  all  clinics:  Dental;  T.  B.;  Eye; 
Immunization,  etc. 

To  assist  in  the  control  of  communicable  disease  through  teaching 
the  recognition  of  early  symptoms,  the  importance  of  isolation  and 
the  value  of  immunization. 

To  inspect  pupils  and  take  heights  and  weights  and  record  on 
Health  Record  Cards. 

To  make  out  monthly  reports  and  records. 

To  show  the  value  of  adequate  health  supervision  and  facilities 
for  medical   aid   and   to   assist   in  securing   the   coiTection   of   defects. 

To  develop  relationships  to  coordinate  school  nui'sing  activities 
with  Ell  other  health  forces  of  school,  hom.e,  and  community  and  to 
promote   health  resources. 

To  help  conduct  the  pre-school  Spring  round-up  and  enrollment 
of  entering  pupils,  with  a  complete  health  history  entered  on  the 
Health  Record  Cards,  as  well  as  a  screening  of  vision  and  hearing 
and  general  health. 

To  act  as  a  visiting  teacher,  the  link  between  home   and  school. 

Commiinicable  Disease  Control 

Children  who  show  indications  of  a  communicable  disease  should 
remain  at  home  until  fully  recovered,  or  until  the  family  doctor  has 
been  consulted.  Sending  the  child  to  school  for  the  Nurse  to  inspect 
is  very  dangerous  for  the  ill  child  and  exposes  other  children  to  the 
infection  before  the  ill  child  can  be  returned  home  to  the  parents. 

The  child  should  not  be  sent  to  school  with  one  or  more  of  the 
symptoms   of   a    communicable   disease: 

Sneezing;  a  newly  wet  running  nose;  red  watery  eyes;  sore  or 
inflamed  throat;  cough;  headache;  vomiting;  or  malaise.  Fever  or 
rash  should  be  looked  upon  as  signs  and  symptoms  of  communicable 
disease. 

Children  v/ho  live  long  distances  from  school  should  be  accorded 
special   protection.     The    close    contact   involved    in    transportation    of 
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such  children  and  the  difficulties  involved  in  retiu-ning  such  children 
home,  if  found  to  be  ill,  calls  for  the  closest  cooperation  between  home 
and  school.  Parents  should  keep  such  children  at  home  if  they  show 
any  signs  of  illness.  Teachers  should  be  careful  to  exclude  such  chil- 
dren from  school. 

Dental   Clinic 

A  dental  clinic,  sponsored  by  the  Jaffrey  Woman's  Club,  is  main- 
tained with  a  limited  amount  of  money.  The  amount  of  work  done 
will  be  limited  by  how  far  the  funds  can  be  stretched.  The  charge 
is  by  the  hour.  All  parents  who  are  able  should  have  their  childi'en 
treated  by  their  own  private  dentists.

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B.     Helping   Teachers   Report 

WHO 

is  your  helping  teacher  and  what  does  he  do?  This  is  a  natural 
question  which  is  ably  answered  in  the  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  Relating 
to  Public  Schools.    It  can  be  paraphrased  as  follows: 

The  helping   teacher is  defined  as  a  teacher   with 

specific  training  and  experience  which  will  enable  her  or  him.  to: 

1.  Give  helpful  advice,  counsel,  and  assistance  to  teachers,  pupils 
and  parents  of  a  school  system  as  a  constructive  means  of 
improving  the  educational  growth  and  development  of  children. 

2.  Help   solve  pupil  problems   of  retardation   and  maladjustment. 

3.  Adopt  (adapt?)  the  program  of  studies  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  children  and   the  community. 

4.  Bring  resources  outside  of  the  school  to  classroom  teachers, 
pupils  and  parents  and  community. 

5.  Act  as  a  consultant  to  the  entire  staff  and  community  in 
recognition  of   the   educational   needs. 

WHAT 

are   some   of  the   things   the   helping   teacher   has   been   doing 
since  Juiy  of  this  year? 

a.  Contacting,  interviewing  and  recommending  many  of  the  29 
new  teachers,  principals  supervisors  and  nurses  in  the  Super- 
visory Union   (42  interviewed.) 

b.  Developing  a  Handbook  of  rules  and  regulations  for  all  teachers 
and  principals  in  the  Supervisory  Union. 

c.  Preparing  a  Bulletin  for  new  teachers  and  monthly  newsletters 
for  all  teachers  offering  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of 
instruction  and  public  relations. 

d.  Working  with  press  representatives  and  school  principals  in 
the  attempt  to  get  better  and  more  schools  news  in  the  paper. 

e.  Working  directly  with  teachers  in  the  rooms   (240  visits.) 
This  includes 

1.  Supervision. 

2.  Bringing  in  instructional  materials. 

3.  Helping  with  problems. 

f.  Working  with  principals  and  groups  of  teachers  to  discuss 
the  improvement  of  courses  of  study  and  instruction. 

g.  Working  with  teachers  who  had  specific  problems  in  the  class- 
room. 

h.    Demonstration    teaching. 

i.  Working  with  teachers  in  helping  to  determine  those  children 
who  have  reading  difficulties. 

j.  Working  with  the  guidance  directors  to  help  establish  a  uniform 
and  worthv/hile  testing  system  in  our  schools. 

k.  Working  with  child  u'elfare — individual  conferences  with  par- 
ents, children  and  teachers. 

1.     Attended   Conferences   on   Remedial   Reading. 

m.  Worked  on  planning  color  schemes  snd  floor  tiles  in  three 
towns  of  the  supervisory  union  where  new  construction  or 
re-modeling  went  on. 

n.    Attended  School  Board  Meetings. 
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0.  Participated    in   P.T.A.    discussion    groups. 

p.    Participated  in  Supervisory  Union  Teachers  Association  in  the 

capacity  of  President. 
q.    Worked  with   Committee   of   Specialists   in   examining   children 

under  the  required  age  for  school  entrance. 
What  are  some  of  the   things  observed 

1.  In  general  there  seems  to  be  a  splendid  professional  attitude 
on  the  part  of  principals  and  teachers  to  do  the  best  possible 
job  with  the  resources  they  have  to  work  with.  Many  principals 
and  teachers  are  spending  long  hours  evaluating  what  is  being 
done  and  trying  to  improve  it.  Many  teachers  are  taking 
courses  to  gain  a  better  understanding  and  to  broaden  their 
concepts   of   teaching. 

2.  There  are  some  problems  which  seem  to  have  no  special  answer 
at  the   present  time.    They  are   as   follows: 

a.  The  retarded  child:  There  are  46  children  in  the  Super- 
visory Union  who  could  be  classified  as  retarded.  These 
children  should  be  in  special  classes  with  a  teacher 
especially  trained  to  teach  them  things  which  will 
help  them  to  become  more  useful  citizens.  There  is  no 
real  provision  made  for  these  children  now  and  I 
certainly  recommend  that  a  study  be  made  to  determine 
what  can  be  done  to  help  these  children. 

b.  Approximately  10%  of  the  children  in  our  schools  have 
what  is  termed  Specific  Reading  Disability.  These  chil- 
dren cannot  learn  to  read  by  the  ordinary  methods  of 
reading  instruction.  It  is  not  because  they  are  un- 
intelligent but  because  they  do  not  have  the  necessary 
ability  to  learn  by  normal  methods  of  instruction.  These 
children  are  very  often  very  intelligent  children.  They 
need  special  individual  help  in  learning  to  read.  If  these 
children  are  to  develop  properly,  they  are  going  to  have 
to  learn  to  read  properly.  Some  consideration  should 
be  given  to  providing  a  person  specifically  trained  to 
work  directly  v/ith  the  children  in  this  group.  I  would 
recommend,  because  of  the  seriousness  of  this  problem, 
that  some  action  be  taken  to  provide  a  person  qualified 
to  do  this  work  in  the  different  towns  of  the  Super- 
visory  Union. 

There  are  at  least  62  known  cases  in  the  Supervisory 
Union  of  children  with  avers ge  and  above  average 
intelligence  who  are  reading  at  approximately  two  years 
below  grade  level.  I  believe  more  will  be  discovered  when 
we  secure  the  results  of  reading  tests  yet  to  be  admin- 
istered in  some  of  our  schools.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume 
these  children  do  have  Specific  Reading  Disability  and 
need  assistance  outside  of  their  regular  classes  in  read- 
ing. This  seems  most  imperative  when  one  realizes  that 
without  skill  in  reading  children  cannot  make  the  proper 
progress  in  their  other  subjects. 

c.  In  expanding  our  two  high  schools  we  are  employing  a 
larger  staff  which  in  some  measure  provides  for  a  more 
varied  curriculum  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  all  the 
boys  and  girls  in  the  schools.  There  is  need,  however, 
for  a  further  study  of  the  curriculum  to  insure  that  it 
is   properly    co-ordinated   in    all   its   departments.    This

is  a  natural  situation  in  a  period  of  expansion  and  while 
no  definite  answers  have  been  arrived  at  yet,  the  Super- 
intendent, principals  and  faculties  are  working  on  this 
problem. 
The  role  of  the  Helping  Teacher  is  a  varied  and  interesting  one. 
The  response   from  school   boards,  principals,   teachers,   parents,   chil- 
dren and  community  organizations  has  been  most  gratifying. 

As  the  new  year  approaches  I  am  looking  forward  to  my  work  and 
hope  in  some  measure  to  accomplish  the  objectives  outlined  for  the 
Helping  Teacher.
